any troops into the foreign quarter, or ex- 
ercised any juriddiction gver it, they would do 
own peril, The step was most 
‘successiul : a foreign quarter not only Lecame 
astublished, but its sanctity admittedand ag- 
knowledjed. : 

‘The next step was.to drive the. Taipings 
aivny altogether—the idea being that onthe 
return-of the Mandarins the status gua would 
be maintained. 'I'o do this boldly by tneans 
of the. British forces alone would ‘have’ been 
too glaring 2 violation of instructions, so com- 
tounication was opened with the Tasttai, who 
had taken shelter among the Chusan group, 
and as he could bring no other Chinese force 
on the scene, it was arranged that he should 
engage the: piratical fleet- of that notorious 
free-buoter Apak—that be should appear off 
the city of Ningpo suddenly—that Her Ma- 
jesty’s ships should retain their position 
on the. fighting ground, and .that if the 
Taiping shets came near them, they would

Capt..Dew had misgivings and being 
clined to think that the Taipings would not 
fire ou H. M.. ships, he. went a ‘step. further, 
and az the hostile pirate flotiia-came up the 
river, he actuatly demanded the surrender: of 
the principal . insurgent - frtification, In 
short it was'a case ofthe wolf and the lamb, 
and ended precisely in the same manner. 

Tha mandarins, naturally overjoyed at be- 
ing reinstated in the possession of the city, 
allowed the concession of the foreign settle- 
ment to remain as they found it‘on’ their? re- 
turn, and thus it comes to pass that Consul 
Harvey and Capt. Dew are large landed pio- 
priotors. : : : 

The reader must comprehend two things—, 
one, that the mantle of British protection 
makes the site of this concession valuable—and 
the atlier is the dact-ot the area being bo great 
as to be far beyond the requirements of the 
foreign community of Ningpo, and there 
fore available for the Chinese, who for protec- 
tion, resort thither in vast number.s 

This is we believe the true history of the 
Ningpo. lund job--and this is the secret of 
Capt. Dew's ‘attachment.to that’ unfortunate 
place. "It is very widely rumored, and gener- 
ally believed that Capt. Dew charged the 
Taoutai 3,000 faels per month for,the use of tle 
Encounter, and it is certain that the ‘Taoutai 
coniplained to many of Capt. Dew’s rapacity— 
but let all that pass. :
